In reply I wish to 
say that I defy him or any one else to prove 
the unauthenticity of any part of my letter 
of introduction given by me to any Indian.

A By-Law to provide for the raising of twenty-five 
thousand dollars as a bonus to aid in the ern- 
struction of a Combined Railway and Traftic 
Bridge across the Saskatchewan River, at Kd-

WHEREAS, a petition, signed by at least onc- 
half in number of the resident ratepayers of the 
Municipality of tke Town of Edmonton, has been 
presented to the Municipal Council of the said 
Munic pality, requesting them to parsa By-law to 

rovice for the raising of the sum of $25,000.0¢ to 
8 given as a bonus to the Dominion Governmen’. to 
aid in the construction of a Combined Railway and 
Traffic Bridge across the Saskatchewan River at 
Edmonton, and for the ivsuing of Debentures 
therefor, and to submit the same for the assent of the 
ratepayers of the Municipality duly qualified to vote 


thereon ; 


AND WHEREAS, the Monicipal Council have 
deemed it expedient to comply with the requests of 
the said petition ; 


AND WHEREAS, the Municipal Council deem it 
expedient that the raid sum shall be raised by the 
issue of Debentures to the said amount, payable in 
thirty years, bearing interest at the rate of five per 
cent. per annum, payable half-yearly ; 


AND WHEASEAS, the amount of the whole rate- 
able property of the Municipality, according to the 
last revised assessment roll, is $914,770.60 ; 


AND WHEREAS, the total amount. of the exist- 
ing debt of the Municipality, outside of the debt 
Gye for the current expeuses of the year, is 
$18,510 88, incurred for local improvements ; and 
$33,765.95, incurred for permanent improvements ; 
making in all the eum of $52,276.83, whereof no 
part isin arrear ; 


AND WHEREAS, it is expedient to provide for 
the payment of the principal of the said Debentures 
by the creation of an equal yearly Sinking Fund ; 


AND WHEREAS, the total amount to be raised 
annually by special rate for the paying of the said 
debt, by means of a Sinking Fuud as aforcsaid, and 
the interest thereon as aforesaid, is $1626.30; 


AND WHEREAS, the annual special rate on the 
dollar, as being autticient to pay the said interest, 
and to create the said equal yearly Sirking Fund, 
for the payment of the said debt, is-1 8-10 mills ; 


THEREFORE, the Mayor and Council of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, in Council 
assembled, enact as follows :
